On  warm  nights,  the  lighted  garden  becomes  a  delightful  outdoor 
living  room  where  family  and  friends  can  enjoy  a  scented  breeze  and  cool  comfort 
instead  of  the  stuffiness  of  the  house  indoors. 

It’s  Gratifying.  The  gardener  who  digs  and  plants,  prunes  and  snips,  finds  it 
gratifying  indeed  to  be  able  to  sit  down  after  the  toils  of  the  day  and  enjoy  his  garden 
looking  at  it,  living  in  it.  Darkness  no  longer  needs  to  blot  out  the  beauty  he  has 
worked  to  create.  Instead,  if  he  has  carefully  planted  a  few  light  bulbs  along  with  the 
flower  bulbs,  he  can  enjoy  the  soul-satisfying  picture  of  his  garden  whenever  the 
spirit  moves  him  and  long  after  the  sun  has  set. 

It’s  Artistic.  As  in  all  other  planting,  there  is  an  art  to  this  planting  of  light  bulbs. 
For  best  results  there  are  three  rules  to  follow. 

1.  Hide  the  bulbs.  You  want  a  soft  glow  in  your  garden,  not  glare. 

2.  Place  the  lights  to  show  off  the  principal  attraction  in  your  garden  .  .  .  whether 
flower  bed,  flower  border,  fountain,  pool  or  a  tree  happens  to  be  the  attraction 
of  the  moment. 

3.  Have  light  in  several  places,  so  that  the  garden  as  a  whole  does  not  look 
spotty  but  presents  a  pleasing  picture. 

It’s  Easy.  The  equipment  shown  on  the  following  pages  makes  it  easy  for  you  to 
follow  these  three  rules.  Artistic  shields  conceal  the  bulbs  and  blend  with  the  garden 
background.  These  shields  are  mounted  so  that  you  can  plant  them  among  the  tulips 
this  week  and  the  roses  next,  and  thus  follow  the  season  in  your  garden  with  light 
wherever  you  want  it  most  at  the  moment.  A  variety  of  equipment  makes  it  possible 
for  you  to  choose  the  pieces  needed  to  paint  a  beautiful  night  picture  in  your  garden, 
and  with  a  little  experimenting  you  soon  master  the  art. 

All  units  are  built  to  take  the  weather,  with  watertight  sockets  and  twelve  feet  of 
rubber  cord.  All  units  are  inexpensive,  and  all  promise  you  undreamed-of  returns 
on  your  whole  garden  investment.
